Then follow a series of 
most elaborate indexes: one being of subjects, another of 
the ‘harshest and most difficult words,” another of first 
lines, etc. The last 48 pages consist of other EKpigrams, 
which include some, if not all, of those in the printed 
volume. The MS. is ina large, bold and legible hand, in 
some places, however, rather crowded by annotations and 
revisions. Its date is fixed by the following “‘Chronogram 
of this present year 1640”; the LorD Is WItH ve WHILS 
yoU spe WITH HIM. On the last page is written, ‘‘ Pat. 
Gordone, witnes,” and “Liber Georgi Ogillve, Master of 
Banff, 1683.” This MS. is more interesting from the fact, 
that, as stated in the Introduction to the Maitland Club 
edition of his works, the Charter-Chests in the possession 
of Urquhart of Craigston had been examined with a view 
to discover any relic of the author, but that none had been 
found except two unimportant private deeds.
